America ts not the only country ip 
which there are complaints of poorly 


paid clergy and a difficulty In getting 
the right sort of men to enter the fleid 
In the Church of England, which Is a 
state church, it has been common for 
a long time for a curate at about $500 
a year or less to perform the duties 
of his superior, who receives thous 
ands. This, however, may fairly be 
enlled one of the evils of a state 
ehurch, Among the other denomiua- 
tions in Great Britain the average 
clergyman receives little more than the 
enrate. Here in the United States the 
Average minister of the gospel does 
not get a salary equal to the wages of 
a thrifty day laborer, It would, there 
fore, seem that no elaborate Investiga- 
tion was necessary to determine the 
reason for the difficulties in recruit- 
ing the ministry, and that a change of 
metbod was advisable. There are able, 
upright, and worthy men [n the ranks 
of all the higher professions who do 
uot seem to be troubled by the fact, 
but they do make enough to live upon 
comfortably. There are hundreds of 
clergymen in this country educated, 
cultnred and possessed of genuine abil- 
{ty, who would suffer for the neces- 
saries of life but for the charity of 
the people to whom they minister. 
Within sight of the glittering prizes of 
the church are men tolling zealously 
for their fellowmen, whose families 
are not always well provided with the 
necessaries of life. This seems to be 
the outgrowth of careless manage 
ment. Many millions of dollars are 
collected every year for this or that 
charity and for other costly features 
of church administration, but the little 
fund doled out to the clergy whose 
congregations do not pay them enough 
to Ive on rarely grows any larger, and 
must be husbanded with great care to 
make It go around. There are some 
housekeepers who pinch and try to 
Save year In and year out, and who 
never live as well as thelr neighbors 
with only half the means at their dis- 
posal. The former try with all their 
souls to be economical and judicious, 
but they have not the gift. Can It 
be that the churches have not given 
serious thought to this aspect of the 
question? Charity begins at home. To 
lavish one’s means on extraneous mat- 
ters and leave the household to starve 
to Mmit some branch of its expendil- 
tures for a single year and ralse a 
fund for the support of [ts ministers, 
these complaints of a lack of appll- 
cants for the ministry would soon be 
fewer—if, indeed, they did not cease 
altogether.

THE NEW FASTNET LIGHTHOUSE, 


This great tower of Cornwall granite, the first beacon to the trans- 
atlantic liners on the European side, has just been completed at a cost of 


$420,000. 


It Is the most modern, as well as one of the most important, lights 


In the world, and from ft Europe receives the first tidlugs of Incoming vessels. 
Work of construction began four years ago, when !t was found that the cast- 
fron tower, which had stood for many years on the pinnacle of the rocky 
Isle, a menace to the greatest ships afloat, could not withstand the assaults 
of wind and sea. The new tower therefore was built from the base of the 
rock, where the waves, which frequently dashed completely over the old 
lighthouse, would have less effect. Itis built of 2,074 great blocks of granite 
with an aggregate weight of 4,300 tons. The entrance door Is fifty-seven feet 
above high-water mark, and is guarded by a storm door of armor plate. The 
lantern is lighted by Incand¢scent burners of 1,200 candle power. This {s 
intensified by lenses of 750,000 candle power, the single flash recurring every 


fire seconds.

Brazi] has an area of 8,280,000 
square miles, or that of the United 
States with half of Alaska added, says 
the Review of Reviews.

If it 1s suddenly awakened by the 
turning up of the gas in the aquarium 
it immediately resumes the sllyery col- 
or that !t shows by daylight. : 

Naturalists ascribe these changes to 
the principle of “protective coloration” 
and point out that the appearance of 
black bands and the deepening of the 
Spots serve to conceal the fish froin 
their enemies when lying amid the sea- 
weeds.—Buffalo Times.

FARMERS’ WAYS IN JAPAN. 





How They Live, Work and Have 
Their Being. 

Straw which American farmers 
throw away Japanese farmers would 
utilize, says the St. Louls Globe Dem- 
ocrat. 

Whatever grows or passes to decay 
is of value to him, he managing to get 
along and be happy and contented on 
very little, 

One who Is the possessor of a horse 
and cart is considered to be wealthy, 
It seems very good to us, but most of 
the horses belonging to the farmers 
wear shoes made of rice straw, even 
the clumsiest horses, 

A farmer taking goods to market 
will take extra shoes with him to re- 
shoe the horse fn the event of one pair 
wearing out. The shoes are tled 
around the ankle with straw rope 
made of rice straw, braided so that 
they form a svle for the foot about 
half an Inch thick. 

The average shoe usually lasts about 
eight miles of travel. 

In Japan in former times {t was us- 
ual to measure the distance by the 
number of shoes it tuok to cover the 
distance. The horse's hat and harness 
is also made of the rice straw. 

They are too poor to buy harness 
like American farmers would have. 

The farmers wear shoes, hats and 
raincoats made of rice straw. 

The Japanese farmer usually dwells 
in a comfortable, tnviting, faultlessly 
clean home, without a particle of dust 
or dirt. 

The transparent paper wall of his 
house made of the bark of the mitsu- 
mata shrubs, floods his dwelling with 
light and keeps out the wind. 

He enjoys good food served fn dain- 
ty but Inexpensive dishes made of na- 
tive woods. 

Even in the houses of the poorest 
there are no visible signs of poverty. 
There is. no squalor i!n agricultural 
Japan, The humblest peasant famner 
ls clean, industrious and comfortable. 
The area of fence corners abandoned 
on many American farms to wild mus- 
tard, pigweed, ete., would furnish a 
comfortable Iiving to a Japanese farin- 
er. In Japan, when a Japanese farm- 
er permits a telegraph pole to be erect- 
ed on his land, he has made a great 
concession to modern reform. 

Only the exceedingly rich have fences 
around their farms. Not because of 
the cost of the fence, but the value of 
the ground the post and picket would 
consume.

Government Final Estimate Shows 
Great Decline in Cereal 
Production, 





PRICES MAKE FARMERS HAPPY. 





They Will Get Half a Billion of 
Dollars More This Year 
than Last. 





The government report shows a 
shortage of 785,987,000 bushels tn total 
Tops aS compared with the crops of 
1906, which were the largest ever raised 
{n this country, and a shortage of 877,- 
287,000 bushels as compared with the 
ylelds of 1905, which were also very 
large. 

The ehief shortage {3 In the corn 
crop, with 835,000,000 bushels, oats 
with 211,000,000 bushels and wheat 
with 101,000,000 bushels. 

There is something of an offset to the 
| big losses tn the feeding graina In the 
tnerease of 6,431,000 tons of hay as 
compared to that of 1906, and of 
3,045,388 tons as compared to the crop 
of 1905. 

Prominent features of the final revie 
ion of its crop estimates for the year 
by the Department of Agriculture were 
the Increases made in the reports of 
area seedel to spring wheat, corn and 
oats. In each of these particulars as 
well as In the estimated weight of 
spring wheat and oats the official re-

As Shipbuilder Outranks Al) 


Others in the United States. 


The United States government main- 
tains nine navy yards, representing a 
capitalization of more than $60,000,000 
and employing nearly 15,000 men, in- 
cluding officers, The total wages paid 
in the navy yards of the government Is 
approximately $10,000,000 annually, 
the cost of materials used oeing about 
$7,000,000 annually and the value of 
the products, depending upon the num- 
ber of vessels bullt, runs well up into 
the millfons every year. In 1905 the 
output of the government yards was 
over $17,000,000. 

As 4 shipbullder the government out- 
ranks al] other ship owners in the 
United States. In 1904 the government 
launched 170,000 tons of battle ships 
of more than 1,000 tons burden each. 
While only 3.7 per cent of all vessels 
launched that year were tho property 
of the nation, these vessels constituted 
27.7 per cent of the total tonnage 
launched that year. These same ves- 
sels represented also more than half 
the value of all vessels over five tons 
launched, the contract value of the 
government ships being $59,513,600. 
Despite tts own facilities for bullding 
and repairing warships, only one gov- 
ernment yard has been used In recent 
years for turning out a modern up-to- 
date battle ship. 

All told, the government owns fif- 
teen dry docks where vessels of the 
navy undergo most of thelr repairs. 
All but two of these are located on the 
Atlantic coast. Another dock Is being 
completed on Puget sound, giving three 
on the Pactfie coast. In adiition to 
the naval dry docks there are thirty- 
elght In the United States owned by 
private corporations or Individuals. In 
time of war the navy should find no 
trouble In taking care of Its smaller 
vessela, but the big battle ships would

HALF A MILLION A DAY. 


That Is the Amount Which Chitago 
Puts Into Stimulants, 


Chicago's consumption of stimulants le 
amazing, according to a correspondent. 
The money spent In saloons alone totale 
up between $120,000,000 and $130,000,- 
000 annually. At least $10,000,000 more 
is spent for stimulating drugs in the 900 
drug-stores in the city. 

If tobacco can be classed as a stimu- 
lant it may be gaid that there are between 
85,000 and 40,000 places in the city 
where cigars and tobacco are sold. Proba- 
bly $100,000 per day is not an exagger- 
ated estimiate for Chicago's smoking bill. 

At the lowest estimate, taking alcoholic 
beverages, tobaccos, and all manner of 
drugs {nto account, it {s impossible to fig- 
ure that Chicago spends less than $500,- 
000 per day on m#timulants of various 
kinds, and the chances are the amount is 
considerably higher. 

Of this enormous sum, how much does 
the worker spend? Fully 75 per cent, if 
all business men, officers of corporations, 
and all men who work with band or brain, 
are included. But for the worker, the 
saloonkeepers themselves say, they would 
have to close up shop In a few days. The 
remaining 25 per cent of the $500,000 
must be set aside between women who 
lead domestic Hives and non-workers of all 
kinds. Women perhaps are the heaviest 
of all users of drugs. 





The Universalist general convention at 


Philadelphia listened with approval to 
the plea for closer fellowship between 
thelr defiomination and the Unitarian, 
made by Rev. Lewis G. Wilson, secretary 
of the American Unitarian Association. 

The Evangelical general conference, at 
its recent session at Milwaukee, took a 
decisive step toward the union of the 
Evangelical church and the United Evan- 
gelical church, adopting the report of the 
committee on revision, which recommend- 
ed the appointment of a commission from 
each church to arrange details of the 
union. It was also decided to open ne 
gotiations with other Protestant churches, 
including the Methodists, Presbyterians, 
Baptists and Congregationalists, with @ 
view to a federation on al! lines of church 
work {into which denominational differ- 
ences do not enter.

All are supplied with 
a tent attachment to be fastened to the 
window sills so that they may asleep with 
thefr heads in the open air. Weekly 
meetings are held, when all tell of their 
progress.
